I. Claims 1-15, 34-38, 39-58 and 69-80, drawn to a medical monitoring device with 
specific housing, classified in class 600, subclasses 300+, 483. 

IL Claims 16-33, drawn to timed billing or patient record management system, 
classified in class 705, subclasses 3, 32. 

III. Claims 59-68 and 81-87, drawn to walking aids, classified in class 135, subclass 
67 (walking cane type), or class 280, subclass 87.01 (wheeled chair type). 

IV. Claims 88-101 drawn to specific housing for a computer/monitor device, 
classified in class 345, subclass 905 (display device with housing structure), or 
class 361, subclass 683 (specific housing/mounting structure for computer related 
devices). 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I -IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, each invention has separate utility such as defined by each 
invention's unique combination of structure, function and/or usage independent of the other 
inventions.
